ro. V. D. Oulttard, Mason County 
Health Officer, has issued this state> 
ment to the public: 

A lesson is learned by ' ej^perlence 
only or by frequent repetition. Mays- 
ville and Mason county have bad sufll 
cient experience with typhoid terer 
epidemics. They have learned their 
lesson, nnt lessons once learned otten 
tSde in time from the memory. 

The possibility of an outbreak of 
typhoid fever always exists in this city 
and county under preseut conditions. 

Isn't tills a common expression, 
'clear, cool spring water?" But never- 
thelCEs this limpid spring water has 
been the source of typhoid fever In 
both cases reported during the month 
of July to the Mason County Health 
Offlooi A sample of water from both' 
spirlngi was Usat to the Stat* Labora- 
tory and found vary badly polluted. 
Jost think ot Itl l^hoid fever can 
come only by swallowing some of the 
diacbarges from a person who has had 
the disease. There discharged emptied 
In an old style ciouet trickle and seep 
through the soli Into the sprinic. What 
could be clearer and plainer? 

Shallow wells iicl just the same as 
catch basins and collertora of the 
seeds of typhoid. 

Owners of unsewered houses and 
houses not rapplisd ifith the Kentneky 
Sanitary Tank have a tremeadons re-' 
spontiblllty In the matter. It il you 
who is responsibla tor the pollution 
ot the gronnd and water, and the 
spread of this disease. 

How little tbe expense of connect- 
iHR with the sewer or building a sani- 
tary tank as compared with the loss of 
a single life. The value of a life as 
determined by the courts Is about $4,- 
OftO.OO. Less than one-hundredth part 
of this sum would pay for the cost of 
an Improved Kentucky closet, and pro- 
tect yon and your tenant from a dan- 
gerous disease. 

Tlw state is so aasioos that you do 
this, that it tanishad the labor tree. 
Tea fnmisli the anteriaL laad'w 
word aad we send a forea ot tkn* asaa 
to conatmet the tank. Toti Moot pay 
a cent for their labor. 

Of course after your shallow well 
and beautiful spring are polluted. It is 
necessary to safeguard the health of 
your family by boiling the water for 
every use. But how much better, how 
much more sensible to prevent the 
pollution in the first pla«e. 

It Is known that fUae aUo scatter 
tto seeds ot typhoid. Bov »wh bet- 
tar Am it woeld ko to tiaaa away that 
Aaaaro pile, that oM. isrheia. aad 
bther cofleetioha of tBtk aad dirt 
where they brsod, thaa to hava a dan- 
gerous and expeaaive eaae ot Bieknesa 
in your home. Of coarse swat him aad 
screen against him but go back further 
and starve him and do not let him
